“Unqualified support” was voted 
to the school committee by the 
Taxpayers’ association directors 
Tuesday evening as the committee 
awaited tomorrow night’s special 
town meeting in which an attempt 
will be made to override the re- 
cently adopted school-closing plan 
of saving money. The meeting, 
which will start at 7:30 in the Mem- 
orial auditorium, is expected to at- 
tract an unusually large number of 
voters since interest is keen on both 
sides of the question. 

The resolution as adopted by the 
association directors following a 
lengthy discussion and an investiga- 
tion by some of the members read 
as follows: “that the directors of 
the Taxpayers’ Association, feeling 
that the school committee has 
given due consideration to the edu- 
cational and health factors involved 
in the closing of the three outlying 
schools, give unqualified support to 
the committee’s decision to close 
the schools in the interests of econ- 
omy for the duration of the emer- 
gency.” 

A committee appointed by the as- 
sociation president had met with 
the school board financial commit- 
tee earlier in the week and gone 
into an cxhaustive study of the 
problem from every angle. At both 
meetings particular emphasis was 
placed on the possibility of en- 
dangering the children’s health be- 
cause of the long day away from 
home, but it was pointed out that 
for many years children have been 
coming from the south section of 
the town to the Central schools 
without suffering any sort of hard- 
ship. 

The educational aspects were al- 
so considered carefully, and it was 
felt that the opportunities for edu- 
cational development were as great

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To Close or Not To Close? 


Yes, we’re going to have to give 
up things for the duration, things 
we'll hate like fury to give up. 
We've already given up some 
things, but there are going to be 
more, many more—and it’ll hurt. 


The people in Ballardvale and 
the people in West Parish are be- 
ing asked to give up for the dura- 
tion something that is naturally 
very dear to them—their own local 
schools. Tomorrow night at a 
special town meeting they are ap- 
pealing to the town to override the 
school committee’s vote, and the 
school committee, supported by the 
directors of the Taxpayers’ associa- 
tion, knowing full well that the fi- 
nancial problem next year will be 
the most serious in the town’s his- 
tory, is hoping that its decision will 
be upheld. 


Somehow, knowing the people of 
Ballardvale and the people of West 
Andover as real 100 percent Ameri- 
cans, it must be obvious that more 
lies behind their opposition than 
the mere refusal to give up some- 
thing to help out in the war effort 
—for that’s what it amounts to: if 
we as a town have to spend $5,000 
more than absolutely necessary 
next year on the local schools, 
that’s $5,000 we can’t put into war 
bonds to help win this war as soon 
as possible. When it comes to giv- 
ing up, the people in those two dis- 
tricts are right up at the top. Then 
why, you ask, do they hesitate to 
give up their schools in this emer- 
gency? 

Probably a big part of the trouble 
is this: they suspect that once the 
emergency is over, their schools 
will not be reopened. It’s no use 
wondering where they picked up 
that suspicion; the important thing 
is that they do feel it, and quite nat- 
urally they don’t want that to hap- 
pen. The situation is different there 
than in the North district where for 
no good reason we have a one-room 
school in which 17 children are 
spread over six grades with one 
teacher teaching all the grades; 
that is of course educationally ri- 
diculous. But in Ballardvale and in 
West Parish we have two commu- 
nities, and by communities we 
mean groups of people with a com- 
mon bond of interest. They have 
their own churches, their organiza- 
tions, their schools—they want to 
keep them. Frankly both those dis- 
tricts have a spark of community 
spirit that it would be mighty nice 
for the center of the town to have, 
and that spirit should be encour- 
aged. 

Losing their schools permanently 
undoubtedly pave the way 
for the breakdown of that commu- 
nity feeling, and this mustn’t be al- 
lowed to happen. Therefore, the 
closing if approved tomorrow night 
should be put on a year-to-year 
basis, and when the emergency is 
over those two schoois should be 
reopened so that the two commu- 
nities will remain real commu- 
nities. 

These are the factors that should 
be borne in mind tomorrow night, 
to provide a sensible orderly meet- 
ing of which we can be proud. 
First: there can be no doubt of the 
need to curtail expenditures, and 
curtail drastically by every possible 
means. Second: there should be no 
recriminatory remarks passed 
about the school committee, be- 
cause its members faced a difficult 


wraited 


problem and instead of dodging it, 
met it squarely with a solution that 
they knew would not make them 
politically popwar in these two sec- 
tions. Third: there can be no 
weight attached to the probable ar- 
gument that it would not be good 
educationally to close the schools, 
for the closing brings a temporary 
end to the unsatisfactory  split- 
grade plan. Fourth: there can be 
no weight attached to the probable 
argument that the health of the 
children would be endangered by 
being away the entire school day, 
because for many years the chil- 
dren from South Main street, Sa- 
lem street, Highland road, ete., 
have been lunching at the Central 
schools without any health impair- 
ment whatsoever (about 65 from 
the first four grades stayed the 
whole day every day last year, some 
taking advantage of the school 
cafeteria facilities). Fifth, there 
can be no valid argument of any 
kind for keeping the six-grades-in- 
one-room North school open, ever. 
But, sixth, there must be no per- 
manent closing of the Bradlee and 
West schools, and after the emer- 
gency, they should immediately be 
reopened to be a vital part of the 
growth of the two communities. 

Of course the most important 
part of all is for you to be there 
tomorrow night, because otherwise 
the town meeting will not properly 
represent all the people of the 
town.
